For some time 
the company has been figuring on the 
complete rebuilding of its system in 
this city and vicinity, and yesterday 
the deal was closed which means an 
entire new equipment, the very latest 
and best which money can 
buy, 
Every line will be full.metallic circuit 
and there will be no party lines iu the 
city. 
This improvement issomething D oth 
the company and the citizens have 
long hoped for, and is now an assured 
fact. Part of the material has been 
oidered and will be here in let>s than 
two weeks, and actual work will begin 
even before this arrives. 


EXTENSIVE WORK. 
The work, while called rebuilding, 
means the installation of a complete 
new system in Dixcn and the sur 
rounding rural districts, trie only dif­ 
ference being that the present system 
wiil remain in operation until the 
new system is completely installed, 
giving 
the subscribers 
continuous 
service without interruption. 
The 
old system will then be torn out 
Tbe cnange from the o.d to the new 
will be made so systematically that 
the subscriners will not notice it ex­ 
cept for the vast superiority of the 
service. 
K. C. Craig of Aurora is the cngi 
neer of construction work and will 
have it in ins entire charge.

The cahies in a:l of the nusintss dis

OUTSIDE CONSTRUCTION.

The style of switchboard has not yet 
fully been decided upon, but it will 
probably be the latest type of mul­ 
tiple lamp signal switchboard. 
By

when tne subscriber 
takes the receiver from the hook a 
small electric lamp is lighted in its 
respective place on the switchboard in 
the central office which notifies the 
operator that you wish ‘to make a 
call. When through talkiug the re 
celver is replaced to its normal posi­ 
tion and the electric lamp signals to 
disconnect. The present telephones 
will be replaced with up-to-date cen­ 
tral energy telephones.

The true explan ation of the fact th a t 
Vee m elts w hen common salt is ad d ed 
to it d epen d s upon the simple physical 
prin ciple tiiat w hen a salt is d issolved 
in w ater heat is absorbed , an d its#tem- 
perature is lowered . 
When salt an d 
lee are m ixed together some of the salt 
d issolves iu the sm all amoun t of w a­ 
ter which is alw ays presen t, the tem ­ 
perature is thereby lowered , an d a n ew 
freezin g poin t is established . 
The rem ain d er of the Ice—bein g a t a 
tem perature 
higher 
than 
this 
n ew 
freezin g poin t- slowly melts, an d more* 
salt is d issolved un til the solution Is 
saturated . The tem perature can in this 
way be lowered to 22 d egrees <’., w hich 
Is the freezin g poin t of a d efin ite com ­ 
poun d of salt an d w ater. 
The salts d issolved in sea w aters 
serve a very im portan t purpose, as it 
requires a greater d egree of cold to 
cause the form ation of ice on them 
than on fresh w ater.

On one day having not where 
to lay his head, the next riding as a 
King into Jerusalem. 
I t is to account for the world’s great 
men. 
Plato, Cicero, Isaac 
Newton 
and all others of the world’s worthies 
are the product of antecedent forces 
that are discoverable and of immedr 
ate conditions that may be analyzed.’ 
A ll the acadamies of the ancients 
and all the educational institutions of 
modern times have never produced 
the peer of 
Christ—have not even 
given a hint of such greatness. 
How 
do you account for Christ as the pro­ 
duct of the most untoward earthly 
conditions? 
The Catholic spirit of Christ is not 
an abstraction, but a gathering up of 
a bundle of personal 
attachments.
